59 Years, Is Now Retired 


A printer for U yean» , with leas 
than two weeks off on account of 
illness, 1« the unusual record of Wil­ 
li inn F, Growl, 424 W Pershing St.. 
who retired early this month. He 
will devote some of hla time now to 
v his hobbles flahing and gardening 
Crowl, who was bom in New Buf­ 
falo, Mahoning county, came to 8a- 
Ijem at the age Of nine 
When he was 13 he started to 
learn his trade at the Kirby At Oo. 
plant, which at that time was lo­ 
cated in the room now occupied by 
the National Furniture Co. store. 
For the first si* months he re­

Reuther himself, lying in new 
grace hospital with his shattered 
right arm suspended in a traction 
cast, could offer few ideas. 
He told prosecutor J ames V. Mc­ 
Nally “ I haven’t the slightest idea” 
when asked who might have shot 
him. 
"It m’ght have been,” said the 
labor leader, ’’management, Com­ 
munists or a screwball.” 
Following one of the scant clues, 
police checked all garages in the 
locality to find the red sedan that 
was seen dashing away from Reu- 
ther’s house a moment after his 
stealthy assailant fired a shotgun 
blast through a window.

Toy said the fact the car had not 
been found abandoned apparently 
proved at least one thing: the 
shooting was probably done by an 
amateur.

THIS COLD war 
was started 
by Russia—a carefully calculated 
plan aimed at the Communizatton 
of the world. Actually it’s nothing 
new but it has been going on since 
the Bolshevist revolution of 1917, 
and it Isn’t going to stop until 
Communism butts its head against 
a solid wall of democracy. 
The Red aggression in Europe 
went swimmingly so long as it was 
operating in the eastern portion 


dominated by the Russians armies. 
Now. however, it has come up to 
the cpen plains of dEmocrccy, and 
there certain!y are signs that the 
democracies, with the essential aid 
of the Marshall, plan, are throwing 
across Central Europe a barrier 
which may halt the Red sweep. 
There are dangerdus spots 
in 
Western Europe 
One of them Is 
Italy, with its powerful Commun­ 
ist party, and the anxiously awaited 


national election of next Sum ay 
may disclose the extent of the Com­ 
munist threat. However, th? gen­ 
eral atiuMt ui» on t**c western end 
of the continent looks vastly better 
than it did even a couple df months 
ago, due chi-fly to American aid 
and backing. 
Thus the Communist offensive in 
Western Europe may be slowed to 
a crawl and even halted, so that no 
more countries can be taken over by 


strong-arm methods as in the case 
of C/eoh..Slovakia 
Meant me the 
United States, Canada and nuuu r- 
cls cth.,x countries 
Wc-iivU*i 
Hemisphere are taking energetic ac­ 
tion to protct themselves against 
Red agents and fellow travelers. The 
position in th3 Orient shows no 
marked change. 


STILL, DESPITE setbacks, the 
Russians will continue to press their 


world revolution, though we haven 
a right to entcftain considerable 
optimism that it will be with de- |

Meantime, of course, they will con­ 
solidate the great theater they have 
overrun in Eastern Europe. 
If wre are right in our assump­ 
tions, then in due course we shall 
indeed have the position envisaged
